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Villagers back plans 
to buy King’s Arms

MORE than 100 villagers 
unanimously backed 
plans for a community 
buyout of The King’s 
Arms in Stockland. 

The backing was given 
during a packed meeting 
in August. 

As previously reported, 
the pub is currently 
closed but villagers hope 
to buy the building and 
run a co-operative pub. 

As part of that process, 
Stockland Community 
Pub Group (SCPG) was 
formed when the parish 
council met in August to 
take the project forward. 


The building is reported 
to be on the market for 
£800,000 but the build¬ 
ing’s owner, Horatio 
Properties Guernsey Ltd, 
cannot offer it to any 
other buyer than the com¬ 
munity group until a 
moratorium period ends 
on February 9th next 
year. 

This is because Stock- 
land Parish Council was 
successful in applying for 
Asset of Community 
Value for the building 
through new legislation. 


SCPG member Martin 
Gundry said after the Au¬ 
gust meeting: “I’m de¬ 
lighted at the unanimous 
mandate from the meet¬ 
ing to proceed with plans 
for a community buy¬ 
out.” 

His fellow SCPG mem¬ 
ber Cathy Gardner said 
the group hopes to “work 
positively” with the 
building’s owner, and 
stressed it should not be 
seen as a fight between 
the two. 

A community benefit 
society will be formed to 
prepare an offer and to 
take on ownership of the 
pub if the bid is success¬ 
ful. 

The minimum invest¬ 
ment is £100 and the 
maximum is £20,000 per 
person. 

Each shareholder will 
have one vote, no matter 
how many shares they 
buy. 

It is hoped that many lo¬ 
cals will come forward 


with pledges as a guide to 
how much can be raised. 

Charity funding may be 
sought to fill any gap and 
donations are also wel¬ 
come. Shared ownership 
will be open to all, so 
anyone who is interested 
in The King’s Arms can 


help to keep the pub alive.

An SCPG spokesperson 
added: “According to 
‘The Pub is the Hub’, 
who sent their representa¬ 


tive to the meeting, there 
are now 40 pubs commu¬ 
nally owned across the 
country - with a similar 
number in the pipeline. 

“This is an exciting way 
to keep important country 
pubs alive into another 
century.”

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Family pay tribute to 
motorcyclist 


THE family of a motorcyclist, who died in 
a collision near Clayhidon, has paid tribute 
to him. 

Nik A’Court-Willis, aged 56, from Ilmin- 
ster, Somerset, died when he was involved 
in a collision in the Wellington area, near 
Clayhidon, on Thursday, August 29th. 

Paying tribute to Nik, his family said: “A 
keen biker for many years Nik A’Court- 
Wills has successfully owned and ran his 
hairdressing salon ‘Nichares’ in the centre 
of Taunton, along with his wife and won¬ 
derful caring staff. 

“He was a loving son, brother and hus¬ 
band and devoted father to his two chil¬ 
dren. His death has shocked and 
devastated his family and friends and he 
will be missed terribly by all who knew 
him. 


“The family have asked to respect their 
privacy in such a difficult time.” 

Police are appealing for people who may 
have witnessed the collision, which hap¬ 
pened at Quarts Moor in Wrangway at 
about 7.10pm. 

Two cars were travelling along the road 
in the direction of Hemyock when the car 
in front slowed to turn right into a roadside 
parking area. Meanwhile, Mr A’Court- 
Willis, who was following both cars on his 
motorcycle, passed them before colliding 
with the car waiting to turn. He was 
thrown from his bike. 

Mr A’Court-Willis was later declared 
dead at the scene.

Lost WWI medal returns to village 


A LOST WWI Victory medal issued to a Mem- 
bury bom soldier, has been found and will be 
returned to the Village. 

Robbi Robson, Chaiman of Membury His¬ 
tory Society, recently returned home from a trip 
to Northern France where she visited the 
graves of all Membury’s First World War sol¬ 
diers killed in action. The same evening she re¬ 
ceived a telephone call from Tom Hirons, from 
Honiton, saying that he had bought the medal 
of soldier Robert Newbery, who died in action 
in 1916. 

Robert’s medal will be returned to Membury 
and the History Society plan to display it in a 


community building. 

Robert was born in Membury, near Axmin- 
ster, in 1896 and can be found on the 1901 cen¬ 
sus, aged five, living with his parents, brother, 
sister and grandmother in Prospect Cottage. 

In 1911, aged 15, he had left home and was 
working as a cowman at Ford Farm, Furley, 
living with the Perham family. 

He enlisted at Axminster into the Duke of 
Cambridge’s Own (the Middlesex Regiment) 
the 11th Battalion and fought on the Western 
Front for nine months. 

The 11th Battalion was one of the units set up 
in August 1914 as Kitchener’s New Army - 


made up of volunteers. 

They went to France between May 29th and 
June 1st 1915, landing at Boulogne. They were 
in action at the Battle of Loos in September 

1915. After a period of rest, they moved into 
reserve and then in the front line at Givenchy, 
and then a period of training. They moved back 
to the front line at Loos on February, 12th 

1916. 

Robert was killed on March 3rd 1916 and he 
has no known grave. He is remembered on the 
Loos Memorial to the Missing, together with 
two other Membury boys, Noal Aplin and 
William Parker, and another 20,605 men.

T HE Woodland Trust have a campaign run¬ 
ning to stop the high speed railway plans 
destroying 33 woodlands in its path. 

While there are arguments for and against, I 
have to say I am against, probably because, like 
the Olympics, it will be of no benefit to this area 
and will destroy massive amounts of beautiful 
countryside. 

Log on to woodlandtrust.org.hs2 to sign up to 
the petition. 

I always encourage woodland owners to leave 
fallen and dead trees in the wood its called “life 
after death”, apparently there are 2,000 species 
that need decaying wood for their life cycle, I can 
believe that. Also the decaying wood has no value 
as fire wood, as all the calorific value has gone, 
so it might as well stay were it as value to wildlife. 

If its small bits of dead wood I advise to stack 
beside a growing tree, this not only acts as fertil¬ 
izer but also keeps it out of the way of forestry op¬ 
erations. 

The Woodland Association are putting on an¬ 
other woodland management course on October 
22nd. There are a few places left. We have had 
tremendous feedback from them and this will be 
the last before the spring, visit our website 
www.woodbiz.co.uk/events for more information. 

Finally, there is absolutely no use in planting a 
tree without a 1.2m guard or a deer fence if you 
can afford it. 

I see so many wasted planting were deer have 
nipped the leader from the tree. It is a false econ¬ 
omy as all you end up with a load of bushes. The 
first five years of a tree is the most important if it 
is injured in that period it will never recover. 

The treatment of weeds around the tree is also 
most important in those five years, whether by 
spray or mats, it;s vital, as is regular inspections. 

I try to see every young tree at least once a 
month through the growing season looking for 
disease and damage, that’s where the saying “nip 
in the bud” comes from!

Blackdown Hills Transition Group 

Keeping warm doesn’t have to cost the earth 


66 With the ever-increasing cost of energy, we need 
to look for alternative ways to heat our homes and 
move away from big energy suppliers also reduc¬ 
ing our energy bills and basically become more self- 
sufficient. 

Living in the Blackdown Hills we are in the ideal lo¬ 
cation to do exactly this. With all of the fantastic wood¬ 
land and hedgerows, which surround us, there is an 
abundance of material that can be used. The trouble is, 
knowing how to go about using this wood to heat our 
homes in a sustainable way without stripping the natu¬ 
ral beauty that surrounds us. 

Throughout the area, woodlands and hedgerows have 
been maintained and managed by various landowners. 
When trees are felled and the hedgerows laid or cut 
back, the large wood that comes out of the process is 
cut up into logs for burning in the home. 

However, the smaller wood, less than three inches di¬ 
ameter generally tends to get discarded or chipped and 
used as mulch. 

Much of the wood that comes out of the hedgerows 
is hardwood such as Ash, Oak, Hazel, Blackthorn and 
Beech. Eco Green Energy is a small family run busi¬ 
ness, based right in the centre of the Blackdown Hills,

that specialises in the supply and installation of log 
burning boilers. 

As a spin off from this Eco Green Energy has a piece 
of equipment called a “Wood Crusher”, we call it a 
Wood Chopper, which they can hire out. This wood 
crusher actually chops any wood, which has a diameter 
of up to 80mm (three inches), into small chunks with a 
length of 50mm - 100mm. 

As the machine chops the wood the chopped wood 
falls into net bags, which are hung on the back of the 
machine. Once the bag is full it is manually removed, 
then stacked and stored in a dry place. 

After a short period of drying out, about one month, 
it is then ready for burning in any fire including open 
fires, wood burning stoves, range cookers, log burning 
boilers.

‘Glorious’ concert from Blackdowns 

Early Music Project Review by Bill Kenny 


DEVON’S Blackdowns Early Music Projects (BEMP), 
led by the apparently indomitable Catherine and Geoffrey 
Bass, has turned out some remarkable performances over 
a ten year history and continues to attract experienced 
singers from the UK and Europe to work with specialist 
music directors and instmmentalists in programmes of in¬ 
frequently heard Renaissance and Baroque music. 

This concert was their largest production to date and 
offered the first UK performances of two major choral 
works from 17th century Salzburg and Vienna. 

A cathedral setting was chosen in order to imitate the 
sonorities of the original Austrian acoustic as accurately 
as possible. Both are works little known even among the 
specialised Early Music community and the smaller of 
them, JJ Fux’s Missa Sanctissimus Trinitatis was pre¬ 
sented in a new edition prepared by BEMP’s Musical Di¬ 
rector Jan Joost van Elburg specially for its first outing 
in Amsterdam in 2012. Georg Muffat’s larger Missa In 
Lahore Requies - apparently the composer’s only surviv¬ 
ing choral work - was hardly any more familiar, although 
a recording of it - coupled with HI Biber’s Litaniae 
Sancto Josepho - was in the German Harmonia Mundi 
catalogue for a while (HMC 901667) before being with¬ 
drawn. 

To set these large scale choral pieces in a reasonable 
historical and geographical framework, the programme’s 
first half presented items performed by either the BEMP 
Choir and the Continuo group or by the visiting instru¬ 
mental groups, followed by the Fux Mass brought to life 
by the choir, the visiting soloists and the Monteverdi 
String Band, the Sackbuts and continuo. In the second 
half, the Muff at Mass’s sections were presented in order 
but were also separated by items from the Altenburg En¬ 
semble and by Steven Devine on organ. The final sections 
of the Mass - the Sanctus and Agnus Dei - were glori¬ 
ously performed by the complete ensemble.

‘Glorious’ is in fact, probably exactly the right word to 
sum up this concert. The Altenburg Ensemble’s opening 
‘Arie Balletto a Cavallo’ by G.E Schmelzer was a real 
‘horse ballet’ performed in Vienna in 1667 for the mar¬ 
riage of Emperor Leopold I to Margareta of Spain accord¬ 
ing Katie Hodges, one of the group’s clarino players in 
her nicely descriptive programme note. The ballet’s 
dances set the tone for all that was to follow and demon¬ 
strated the group’s extraordinary virtuosity. The ensem¬ 
ble’s instruments are all wholly ‘natural’ without valves 
or finger holes and depend completely on the player’s em¬ 
bouchure and breath control for pitch and expressiveness. 
They can however produce a surprising range of sounds 
including some that are particularly gentle and beguilingly 
soothing when the instruments are played con sordino. 

After contributions from the Choir and other featured 
artists - the Monteverdi String Band and the English Cor¬ 
nett and Sackbut Ensemble - came the Fux Mass. Though 
probably a fairly unfamiliar name to most of us, Fux is 
reasonable well-known in one important regard: he wrote 
and compiled the famous Gradus ad Parnassum, a treatise 


on composition used subsequently by both Haydn and 
Beethoven. The Mass itself really should be better known. 
Compared with what would follow after the interval it is 
a relatively small piece, but it is sensitively scored for 
double choir which reveals a deep respect for contrapuntal 
Renaissance influences from Palestrina whilst also look¬ 
ing forward to a contrasting baroque style of composition 
in the solo writing. 

After the interval we heard Georg Muffat’s startling and 
evocative Missa In Lahore Requies Mass of truly impres¬ 
sive proportions. It requires five separate choirs, three of 
them instrumental and the other two vocal. The vocal 
choirs are each augmented by four of the eight vocal 
soloists and a chamber organ making 32 parts in all. Fur¬ 
ther colour and tonal grandeur are added by the continuo 
theorbo and violone. It is a huge work, probably only 
comparable with H. I. Biber’s 53 part Salzburg Mass and 
according to Geoffrey Bass’s informative programme 
notes, some recent musicologists have characterised Muf- 
fat as the ‘missing link’ between Praetorius and JS Bach. 
It is fairly easy to see why. The work is full of interest - 
much more than could be revealed in the now withdrawn 
recording - and succeeds in providing what I suspect 
must be gratifying music for all participants, who without 
exception responded to JanJoost van Elburg’s carefully 
judged musical direction with what seemed to be gen¬ 
uinely wholehearted and enthusiastic commitment. 

The last accolade though, really must go to Catherine 
and Geoffrey Bass who somehow managed to assemble 
a truly stellar cast of singers and instrumentalists. It’s not 
every day that Exeter can boast having performers who 
work regularly with the Tallis Scholars, The Sixteen, Stile 
Antico, The Cardinall’s Musick, Synergy Vocals, The 
Dunedin Consort, I Fagiolini, Oxford Camerata, Oxford 
Baroque, Fretwork and Ex Cathedra all under one roof 
at the same time. Bravo once again BEMP! Bravo indeed.
